Frankfort. K>\. Nov. 17.—(Special.) 
—Kentucky to-night has a Democratic 
Governor. Conn Linn, president pro 
tom of Senate, being temporarily in the 
Governor's chair during the absence 
from the State of Gov. Willson and 
Lieut. Gov. W H. Cox. Mr. Linn suc¬ 
ceeds to the Governor's chair when both 
the Governor and Lleutentant Governor 
are out of the Stale or die. The former 
contingency has happened. Gov. Willson 
was due In the State at 1 o'clock thin 
afternoon, but stooped over Jn Phila¬ 
delphia for a lew hours and so will not 
roach Kentucky until Thursday morn¬ 
ing about 3 o'clock. 

Gov. Cox left Kentucky, on hls way 
to Florida for a hunting trip this aft¬ 
ernoon at 4 o'clock. When he left the 
borders of »h© State Mr. Linn became 
acting Governor.. 

This is the first time that a Democrat 
ever acted as Governor during a Re¬ 
publican administration It Is not the 
first time that the nrvaldent pro tetn. 
of the Senate acted a* Governor, how¬ 
ever. as Senator George Hickman sat 
In the Governor’s chair for two days, 
while president pro tern, of the Senate 
during the absence from the State of 
Gov. Beckham and Lieut. Oov. Thorne. 

Mr Linn probably will not know that 
he was Governor for a few hour* until 
Thursday when he sees the newspapers. 
It would have been Impossible for him 
to reach Frankfort, so he was not noti¬ 
fied that ho was actually acting Gov¬ 
ernor. As he was not tn Frankfort there 
whs but little that he Ciuld hive done 
and It Is doubtful If he could have even 
granted a pardon without the seal of 
the State and the Secretary of States 
name on It. But Mrr Linn will be known 
as Governor after tills, and he has a 
right t o the title_

The mouth 
of the shaft, ill-lit and muddy, was 
surrounded for hours hy a crowd of 
firemen./ newspaper men, miners and 
officials who waited patiently In spite 
of the biting cold. 

First a test was made for black 
damp, which was discovered by mean# 
of a safety lamp, lowered at the end 
of a line. Its flame was extinguished at 
100 feet. There were those who argued 
against the risk of any more lives, but 
the importunities of surviving miner* 
that a last desperate chance be taken 
to seek some way of reaching the im¬ 
prisoned bodies prevailed. A numerous 
faction contended ail day that the mine 
should be sealed, for mdnths. If neces¬ 
sary. for weeks In any event, until 
further exploration could be made with 
safety. This faction Included the ma¬ 
jority of the experts here from all over 
the country.

Determine Upon Attempt. 

But the cry of the men who have lost 
their comrades and of the women who 
dig their nails Into the earth calling 
for their loved ones, was too strong, 
and Morris and Williams determined 
upon the attempt. The buckets were 
carefully lowered and reholsted before 
two experts started. 

J. W. Paul, of Pittsburg, of the Gov¬ 
ernment Mine Rescue Service, stood 
at the mouth of the shaft. The crowd 
spoke In whispers, but Paul urged them 
to greater quiet, that not a signal 
might be missed. With the masks over 
their heads and their bodies half Into 
the pit. suspended by a single rope, the 
scene in the flickering light was grue¬ 
some! y suggestive of the gallows. 

A few feet down and Williams sig¬ 
naled with the automobile horn which 
he carried for a stop. Instantaneously 
Paul cried ’ whoa,’' and In the engine- 
house the hoisting machine was si¬ 
lenced. Half a dozen times this formula 
was carried out.

WHEN CASE WAS CALLED. 


APPLICABLE ALIKE TO STATE 
AND INTERSTATE TRAFFIC. 


ADOPTED BY CONVENTION OF 
RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS. 


BENEFITS LITTLE SHIPPER. 


Washington. Nov. 17.—Despite op¬ 
position to the forty-eight hour free 
time rule and the failure to embody 
a "reciprocal demurrage rule," the Na¬ 
tional Association of Railway Commis¬ 
sioners in convention here to-day adopt¬ 
ed a uniform code of demurrage rules 
to be applicable alike to Btst* anti In¬ 
terstate transportation. This code was 
Incorporated In a report of a commit- 
te«v headed by Commissioner Lane, of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

The object of the association In ap¬ 
proving the code was to facilitate Its 
actus) application to all transportation 
on the ground that demurrage rule*, 
ltwely drawn and laxly enforced, con¬ 
stitute one of the Iaa strongholds of 
those who seek to render the law against 
discrimination Imprtent. 

The fight agulnst the adoption of the 
code was led by O. P. Gothlln. of Ohio, 
who. with William F. Rhea, of Vir¬ 
ginia. and John A. Webb, of Mississippi, 
minority members of the special com¬ 
mittee. had prepared a number of 
amendments. 

Instead of allowing only forty-eight 
hours' free time for loading or unload¬ 
ing cars with all commodities, as 
recommended by the majority of the 
special committee, the three mlnortty 
members reported In favor of seventy- 
two hours on cars containing more than 
66.000 ppumls. ThHr recommendation 
was defeated by a vote of two to one. 

The dot fate consumed all the after¬ 
noon with the exception of a brief 
period spent in calling on President 
Taft. 

R. H. Burr, of Florida, said that hls 
State had been engaged In a bitter 
fight on the demurrage question. H« 
contended the States should be left to 
fix the length of free tlmo without in¬ 
terference. 

The majority of the committee report¬ 
ed that K considered the question of 
■"reciprocal demurrage" or a tine on the 
railroads for failure to deliver car*after 
they were ordered, did not come within 
Its province. The minority members 
took the opposite view, but the asso¬ 
ciation upheld the majority. 

In supporting a reciprocal demurrage 
amendment. Chairman R. R. Prentiss, of 
•the Virginia commission, said that the 
big shipper could get car* on account 
of the volume of hls business, but U 
was the little shipper that needed the 
protectlon of a code of rule*. He deem¬ 
ed the reciprocal demurrage particularly 
In favor of the small shippers. 

Other commissioners took the position 
that the adoption of any cod** of rule* 
would Interfere wKh the authority of 
State cortfmlsaloner* and operate as a 
criticism of all existing rules. But in 
spltp of all arguments, the report of 
the committee, including the code, was 
adopted by. a vote of 35 to 16. 

EXPLOSION DESTROYS 
FRONT OF CHURCH 


London. Nov. 17.—Walter Runclman.

Beyond this announcement all Is con¬ 
jecture regarding the development of 
the political altuatlon Some pnfnlnent 
Liberals still arc of the opinion that 
Premier Asquith will resign on the re¬ 
jection of the budget. Others believe 
that he will a*k the King to create a 
large body of Liberal peers, recalling 
that the Irish church disestablishment 
bill w as allowed the lords on Glad¬ 
stone’s threat to create new peers. 

• • • 

Tariff Reform, Party Cry. 

Mr Balfour's speech at Manchester 
satisfied hls followers. Inasmuch as It 
adopts tariff reform as the party cry. 
but it cannot be regarded os an elec¬ 
tion manifesto, since it falls to define 
what he understands by tariff reform. 
As to his exact views on tariff reform. 
Mr. Balfour was silent, except to say 
that he would not touch tariff reform 
"if It were to increase the ordinary cost 
of living of the working classes." 

The Liberals in the elections will evi¬ 
dently concentrate their whole attack 
upon the House of Lords, which will 
have the energetic assistance of the 
Irish jmrty. John C. Redmond, leader of 
the Irish party, speaking In Dublin to¬ 
night, declared that they refused to 
throw themselves into the arms of the 
tariff reformer* or to bock up the House 
of Lords. Ireland s deadly enemies The 
Nationalists had Ion* prayed, he said, 
to be able to strike a blow at tha 
Lords.

London, Nov. 17 —-A striking point In 
Mr. Balfour’s speech at a great meet¬ 
ing at Manchester to-night was the ad¬ 
mission, that the tariff reform Is th« 
only practical alternative to Chancellor 
Lloyd-George ’a budget, an Important 
admission, which seems to Indicate that 
the l**nder of the oppo41Uoh In the 
House of Common** at least has been 
won over to acceptance of tariff reform 
as a plank In the Unionist platform. 

A* for the rest of the speech. It was 
mainly a repetition of Mr Balfour’s de¬ 
nunciation of the budget w hich has fig¬ 
ured In previous Unionist speeches and 
a special appeal to hls audience by the 
representation that tariff reform would 
be especially beneficial to the cotton 
Industry, which was seriously threat¬ 
ened by European, American and Jap¬ 
anese competition, and the growing dif¬ 
ficulty of retaining sufficient supplies 
of raw material. 

Mr Balfour contended that German 
and American prosperity had grown up 
eomtemporatieouaiy with the Imposition 
of high protective duties. He gave hls 
party no special lead for the coming 
campaign, but expressed approval of 
Lord Lansdowne’s motion to reject the 
budget, of which he gave formal notice 
in the House of Lords yesterday. Mr. 
Balfour argued thut while the House 
of Lord* wa* no longer the co-equal or 
the House of Commons. In authority, 
it would be fatal to the country's insti¬ 
tutions if it were deprived of power to 
say that some matters were so grave a* 
to necessitate an appeal to the people, 
and he asserted that the main function 
of the second chamber was to see that 
the Government of the country was a 
popular Government. 

IRISH LAND BILL PASSES. 


QUARREL AMONG PARISHONERS 
AT CLINTON, IND. 


PRIEST NARROWLY ESCAPES. 


Terre Haute, Ind.. Nov. 17.—An ex¬ 
plosion of dynamite destroyed the front 
of the Sacred Heart Roman Catholic 
church ut Clinton. In the coal fields 
near this city, early to-day. 

The parish Is largely composed of 
Hungarian and Bohemian miners and 
there ha* been a quarrel between the 
races as to w’hlch should have charge 
of the church. 

The church ros: 150,000 and was ded¬ 
icated last July. The Rev. Father 
Maher, formerly chaplain ut St. Mary's 
of the Woodi. has been the prle« in 
charge for the last six years. ™ 

Three hundred sticks of dynamite, 
enough to have blown up the neigh¬ 
borhood. were found in different par¬ 
cel* around the church. Most of the 
fuses had been clumsily set and failed 
to explode the charges. 

Thirty stick* of the explosive had 
been arranged in n tower of the church 
adjoining the- home of Father Maher. 
After the explosion a police man found 
this parcel of dynamite with lta fuse 
still smoking 

If the charge had been exploded the 
parsonage would have been destroyed 
and Futhrr Maher killed. Enmity to 
him ba* been expressed by some of 
the parishioners, who opposed the 
building of the new church. 

Mayor Lowery called a special ora¬ 
tion of the Council to-day and It offered 
a reward of 11,000 for evidence that 
would bring about the arrest of the 
dynamiter*. .

RUMORS OF FOUL PLAY 

FOUND TO BE BASELESS. 


Chicago, Nov 17.—Investigation by 
the Coroner Into the death of Kreigh 
Collins, former Western tennis cham¬ 
pion, who was found dead In a street 
last night, dissipated all rumor* that 
be had not been killed by a street car 
These rumors had caused tho Inquest 
to-day lo be postponed until to-mor¬ 
row* A post-mortem examination of 
the body established the fact thot he 
had been killed by a street cat as no 
marks of bullet wounds could be found. 


House of Lord* Compromises With 
the Commons On Measure. 

London. Nov. 17.—The Irish land bill 
was passed in the House of Lords to¬ 
night with some change in the amend¬ 
ments recently proposed by the lord*, 
to which the House of Commons on No¬ 
vember 5 refused to agree. 

The vote In the House of Commons 
on the motion not to agree to the House 
of Lord* amendment to the Irish land 
bill on November 5. stood 219 to 64. On 
moving the motion. Augustine Blrrell. 
chief Secretary for Ireland, declared 
that he was most anxious to com? to 
terms, a* the failure of the bill would 
create a deplorable situation in Ir-land 
ard that an effort would be made to 
arrange a compromise between tho two 
houses of Parliament. A committee 
was appointed for this purpose. 

O’Connor Sees Victory Near. 

Providence. R. I , Nov 17 —T. P. 
O'Connor, member of Parliament and a 
prominent advocate of home rule for 
Ireland, said In an Interview to-night: 

"I hall with Joy the announcement 
that the House of Lords ha* resolved 
to reject the budget. It mark* the be¬ 
ginning of the end of the mischievous 
power of that assembly to retard all 
progress and reform, and especially all 
progress end reform in Ireland The 
lords will make home rule for Ireland 
not only inevitable, but will accelerate 
its advent, p erhaps by a year " 

LARGEST BURLEY CROP. 


Chicago. Nov. 17.—The slugging of 
nonunion men. the setting on fire of 
buildings because union carpenter* 
were nut employed upon them and tho 
preparing of dynamite bombs were told 
of to-day in ths testimony of Bruno 
Verra, the principal witness for the 
prosecution in the triaJ of Vincent and 
Joseph Alt man. w*ho were Indicted In 
connection wkh a bomb explosion that 
partly wrecked the mills of the Btandard 
Sash and Door Company In May. 1903. 
It was Verra’s confession that caused 
the Arrest and Indictment of the Alt¬ 
man brothers. 

Verra first testified that he had been 
hired by Vincent Akman as a "slug¬ 
ger’* ahd that he received $5 each for 
several Jobs of "slugging.” Ac then 
told of burning a garage with Vincent 
Allman, because nonunion carpenters 
were doing work on the building. Verra 
told of setting fire to a building owned 
by a policeman for rhe same reason. 

"Several months later. In April, 1903, 
I met Vincent AKman In a saloon," 
continued Verra. "He showed me three 
sticks of dynamite and said he was 
going to blow up some place. I was 
afraid of dynamite and said I would 
not go. 

"Later I met him and he told me he 
wanted me to blow up the Standard 
So*h and Door Company’s plant. I Mild 
I would not." 

Then Verra told of making a bomb 
at Altman's house. 

"Vincent and Joseph Altman were 
there," Verra testified. 

After the explosion at the sash and 
door plant. Verra testified that Presi¬ 
dent Metz, of the Carpenters’ Union, 
sent for him and told him If there was 
any dynamite At Altman’s home to get 
it out of the way. Verra said he took 
the dynamite from Altman's home and 
hid It In a shed In the rear of hls own 
house. 

Verra was still on the stand wiien 
court adjourned.

Now York. Not. 17.—The meeting 
of the revision committee of the New| 
York Cotton Exchange was held after 
th© dcso of business to-night and dif¬ 
ference* applying to the delivery of cot¬ 
ton on contract were fixed fur tho bal¬ 
ance of the trade ye&r or until the n^xt 
revision meeting, which will be held 
during September. 1910. 

Widespread Interest has been felt in 
the action to-night and after the result 
of the committee's deliberation* had 
been made known, more or less gen¬ 
eral satisfaction was expressed, a* the 
changes were comparatively alight, 
amounting to a reduction of from fVf- 
teeu to twenty-five points in the ponAl- 
tle* against low grad© cotton, of which 
there 1* comparatively little in the local 
stock at the /’present time, and which 
1* aiso reported to he scarce in the 
South. 

The committee also fixed differences 
on the quarter grades of white cotton 
which will be deliverable on contract 
after the first of March.

Henry C. Corsa Tells More of 
Sugar Frauds. 


Shaw Unable To Secure His 
Reinstatement. 


Evidence Presented In 1902 
Soon Pigeonholed. 


RECEIVED OFFERS OF BRIBES. 


New York. Nov. 17.—Henry C. Corsa; 
who once was employed a* a Govern¬ 
ment sampler at the American Sugar 
Refining Company’s dock* In Jersey 
City, added further interesting mate¬ 
rial to-day to the complicated contro¬ 
versy surrounding tho frauds charged 
to the company and various customs 
official* and employes. 

Ooraa was dbchurged from the Gov¬ 
ernment service seven years ago by 
reason, a* he believes, of his efforts 
to obtain an investigation. In a Dngthy 
interview to-day he reviews the ob¬ 
stacles he met and recites experience.*- 
similar In many respects to those of 
Richard Parr and Edwin Andersen, 
who qre defending their respective 
claims to being the original exposers of 

corruption In the customs house. 

• • • 

Evidence Pigeonholed. 


Wilbur F. Wakeman. a former ap¬ 
praiser. brought Corsa’s name into the 
case some time ago, whe^i attested to 
the fact of his discharge after he had 
brought to the Government’s intention 
convincing evidence of graft, which 
Corsa *ays was successfully pigeon¬ 
holed after he was ousted. His efforts 
to obtain reinstatement, Corsa' eays, 
were aided from time to time by Les¬ 
lie M. Shaw, former Secretary of the 
Treasury. Charles H. Treat, former Col¬ 
lector of Internal Revenue, und by sev¬ 
eral representative* in Congress and by 
other Government officials, but none of 
them, he declare*, was able to over¬ 
come the grip the sugar company had 
on the New York customs service, or to 
get for him the Indorsement of George 
Wbfiehead, w*ho succeeded Wakeman 
a* appraiser. 

In his Interview of to-day Corsa set 
forth that he went to Washington to 
present his case to Secretary Shaw and 
the latter, he says, after a long con¬ 
ference, said: 

"I’ll see that you are put back. I 
could demand it right now. But things 
are working so smoothly between Mr. 
Whltehrad and myself that I don’t want 
to break In abruptly on him with this 
demand." •. 

• • • 

Shaw Does Nothing. 

A short time afterward, according to 
Corsa, h© received a letter from Mr. 
Shaw* stating that Shaw found his 
hands so tied that he could do noth¬ 
ing. 

Corsa “ays his evidence against the 
sugar company was to the effect that 
ag*uU!» of the company had offered him 
bribes for his assistance In sutwtltutlng 
sugar of a low' grade In samples taktn 
by the Government for tests upon which 
cargoes wer* appraised. As a part of 
this evidence he turned over to his 
superiors the money given him as a 
bribe. 

Richard Parr, w'ho l* still a deputy 
surveyor of the port, said to-day that 
recent investigation* have shown :hat 
one man In every five among the em¬ 
ployes in the weigher’s division of the 
New York customhouse ha* been found 
implicated in the frauds or Is "under 
suspicion of the most positive charac¬ 
ter." 

• • • 

Oppose Congressional Investigation. 

The conviction that n speedy investi¬ 
gation by Congress Is certain was ex¬ 
pressed to-day by Edward 8. Fowler, 
former Collector of the Port of New 
York. 

The proposals for a congressional In¬ 
vestigation will be opposed by at least 
some of th© officials In chargu of the 
present Investigation. It wan openly 
said to-day by a Government official 
that such an Inquiry would defeat its 
own ends. In that many oj the guilty 
Importers would he able to obtain Im¬ 
munity by testifying for the prosecu¬ 
tion.

The order for the troops to guard the 
string of sleepers and the private car 
of President Earllng. of the fit. Paul 
road, was given by Sheriff Skoglund 
after repeated rumors that plotters 
would blow up the (vain had aerved 
to frighten many of the occupants of 
the train. 

Late in the day It became known 
that another company of militia is be¬ 
ing held In reserve at Monmouth ready 
for any emergency. 

A remnant of Company C, of Kewa- 
nee. which failed to arrive on the spe¬ 
cial last night, arrived to-night. 

The preparation for a third company 
was made to-day for the guarding of 
the mine and cars to-filght, and the 
demonstration of feeling on the part 
of the survivor* of the entombed min¬ 
ers served to create considerable un¬ 
easiness among the mine officials, ex¬ 
perts. charity workers and others who 
have business here.

Troops Are Moved. 

This led Sheriff Skoglund to take Im¬ 
mediate action and at dunk he asked 
the railroad officials to move the troop 
can*, which had been stationed several 
hundred feet from tbe mine, up beside 
the #p*-clal cars, which are serving a* 
a temporary hotel. 

**I want t*> assure every one who has 
any fear for their safety that they will 
l»e protected.” *ald the Sheriff, after 
a conference with State's Attorney 
Eckhart. ’’The protection which has 
been provided me 1 intend to have 
where It might be most needed.

’’You have watched matter* here for 
several days and to-day especially, and 
you can Judge for yourself that I 
would be foolish to leave the mine and 
the people here unprotected.” 

So it developed that Just a* the sol¬ 
diers were eating their evening meal 
a switch engine picked up their train 
and the Idleness which had been theirs 
all day ceased..

Guard Private Cara. 

When the troop train arrived at tho 
mine Capt. C. W. Hall. In command, 
ordered one company to guard the 
cars arid anotheV the mine. 

The troopers at night took posses¬ 
sion of the ground beneath which tbe 
bodies of 300 men lie buried and over 
which, for the firwt time since the dis¬ 
aster, the grief-stricken survivors have 
been permitted to tread without ino- 
Icfctallon. 

It wo* determined early to-day, upon 
the arrival of the soldiers, that the 
feeling# of the people were at a hi git 
pitch. 

Sheriff Skoglund ordered the soldier* 
to remain quietly In their cars. Their 
presence excited no comment from the 
sorrowful men und women who took 
possession of the premature burial 
ground of their loved ones. 

Tent up grief and anger were un¬ 
checked by the officer# of the law as 
they Increased all day long, and not 
»ven when an orator mounted the 
eand-sealed shaft of the doomed men 
did the deputies interfere or the so»- 
dier* appear. 

Tho Sheriff, single-handed, calme 1 
the situation. 

The climax came when Jarn*»«» 
Withered, a veteran miner, leaped to 
the shaft and harangued the crowd of 
weeping women and sullen men.

Exhibit Ghoulish Activity Among 
Stricken Women At Cherry. 

Cherry. Ill-. Nov. 17.—Investigations 
made to-day by George W. Gordon and 
Charle* Cheney Hyde, representing the 
Dalian Consul, disclosed the almost 
ghoulish activities of several lawyers 
seeking to secure employment on con¬ 
tingent fees. The Consul. Guido 8a- 
bettn, as well a* his aides, uncovered 
several cases among Italian women, 
who. bereft of the bread-winners of 
their families, had been approached by 
lawyer# who had sought to lmpo*** on 
the ignorance and distracted condition 
of the women. 

"One Italian woman w r ho loot her hus¬ 
band and three son# in the mine was 
naked by some ’shark* to give him her 
case on a basis of 50 per cent..** said 
Mr. Hyde. "We uncovered similar 
cases with startling frequency, and 
have been kept busy all day warning 
the women to peek advice of union offi¬ 
cial#, their priest, or their Consul to 
avoid being robbed by men who have 
not hesitated to descend Into what is 
to-dny the most sorrowful and desolate 
place In the world.”

A typical order was filled for Julia 
Do van. a eweet-faccd bride of #U 
weeks, whose husband, father and 
brother all were lost. 8he came to 
ask relief for herself, her mother, her 
sister-in-law and eleven children of the 
two last named. Thla stricken home 
was promptly furnished with sausage, 
flour, potatoes, soup. t**a, coffee and 
other foodstuffs. 

A walk about the streets tri-nlgh'. 
disclosed many careworn women sit¬ 
ting at their windows alone In houses 
In which there was no other life. 

Consul Sobetta, returning from his 
visit to his countrywomen, bhowed in 
hi* eyes the great burden of woe which 
had been poured Into hi* ears. In a 
voice vibrating* with passion he cried 
out ugulnst the futility of human en¬ 
deavor which can feed and clothe, but 
is helpless In thi* chao* of sorrowing 
women and children.

Mrs. Terry, who. in company with a 
younger son. Irvin, had gone to visit 
* neighbor shortly after supper Tues¬ 
day night, left the older boy in charge 
of the house. At about 9 o’clock she 
returned and found the kitchen doir 
open and the house ransacked, drawers ! 
and cabinet* with their contents being | 
scattered about the floor. Mrs. Terry 
was greatly frightened and rushed to 
the front of the house In search of her 
son. In the bedroom she found him 
atreiched across the bed. bound hand 
and foot and wKh a gag In his mouth. 
At fin* she thought that he was dead, 
but when she shook him he revived. 
At once he asked her to cut the ropes 
that bound him. 

The lad had received a stunning blow 
m the head and It Is supposed that 
the cotton, used as a gag. had been 
roturat'd with chloroform. It wo*, 
therefore, some time before he coulll 
give an Intelligent account of the af¬ 
fair. 

Finally he said that he had left the 
house for a few minutes and on return¬ 
ing found the negroes In possession. 
Both of the robber* had handkerchiefs 
tied about their face a* masks, and 
when the boy entered the house the 
smaller negro accosted him. When 
Terry oslod the negro what he wanted, 
he was attacked.

Interest In Negro Exposition. 


President Taft to-day expressed hla 
deop Interest In the project of Booker 
Washington for a negro exposition In 
1913 to celebrate the fiftieth anniver¬ 
sary of the emancipation of the negro 
In America. Washington sold: 

"I have been asked by a eommitt© 
of colored people to place this matter 
before the President of the United 
States and enlist his sympathy and co¬ 
operation In the exposition, if po&slblo 
"While definite plans have not been 
perfected, the general idea Is to plan 
for an exposition that will show the 
negro** progress during the fifty years 
of his freedom In material, educa¬ 
tional. moral and religious directions, 
and also show the progress that he 
made during the days of slavery. 

"It Is the plan to enlist the help 
and sympathy mot only of the colored 
people, but of the leading white people 
through the South and North. 

"This movement has already been 
widely discussed In the Southern whtto 
papers and practically without excep¬ 
tion, both the Southern papers nnd 
leading Southern white men have given 
to It their cordial Indorsement.

To Cement Friendly Relations. 


"Few movements can do more Just 
now to encourage the negro to live 
high, useful lives, and'at the same 
time further cement the friendly rela¬ 
tions existing Itetween black people and 
white people than an exposition of this 
kind.

^EVOLUTIONISTS ON 
RUN IN NICARAGUA 


ACCORDING TO ADVICES FROM 
PRESIDENT ZELAYA, 


HONDURAN ARMY MARCHING 
TOWARD FRONTIER 


CHANGES WHOLE SITUATION, 


Washington, Nov. 17.—Th* State De¬ 
partment has been officially advised by 
the Nicaraguan Government that the in¬ 
surgent blockade of Greytown has been 
broken, and that the port Is now open 
to commerce. 

Advices from President Zelaya to the 
Nicaraguan Minister here report that 
Gen. Salomon Lumero, chief of Gen. 
Chamorro’s staff, was killed In th** 
battle with the Government troops be¬ 
fore Greytown and Gen. Pedro Fomos 
Dias, another revolutionary leader, was 
seriously wounded. 

The insurgents, according to these ad¬ 
vices, have fallen back from Rama, 
where they made m stand against the 
second army corjm under Gen. Vas¬ 
ques. and are in retreat towards Blue- 
Aelds, with the Government troops In 
close pursuit. 

Nicaraguan revolutionists have seized 
and Impressed Into their services the 
steamer Dictator, which belongs to the 
dlueficlda Company, and has been in 
the fruit-carrying trade between New 
Orleans and Bhisfldda 

This information was received by the 
State Department to-day. The Dictator, 
which flies the Norwegian (lag. Is said 
to be owued by an Amerk'an company. 
The vessel nailed from New Orleans 
November 8, bound to Blueflelds. 

It was stated at the Nicaraguan lega¬ 
tion to-day that information has been 
received by cable from President Zel- 
aya to the effect that tho commander 
at Barra Colorado. Costa Rica, had de¬ 
tained for the Nicaraguan Government 
forty of the Nicaraguan revolutionists 
who hnd escaped across the border aft¬ 
er the battle at Greytown. The legation 
also was Informed that Oen. Chamarro. 
one of the leaders of the revolution, 
had gone to Costa Rico, taking with 
him prisoners from the Government 
forces which had been held at Blue- 
flelds. 

Private advices received here to-night 
say tliat a corps of the Honduran army 
is now on the march to Chaluteca. on 
the Nicaraguan frontier, under command 
of Gen. Lora. Whether the object of 
* an be to aid Hie forces of 
Ztiayu or merely to preserve the neu¬ 
trality of Honduras la only a matter of 
conjecture. 

This development is said to make the 
Central American situation very tense. 
The Washington treaty of 1907 provide* 
for the strict neutrality of Honduras. A 
violation of that treaty would be ex¬ 
pected to change the entire situation in 
the present revolution. 

Carried No Supplies. 

New Orleans. Nov. 17.—Despite the 
advices received from Washington to 
the effect that the steamship Dictator, 
of the Bluaftelds Steamship Company, 
had been captured at Greytown by the 
revolutionary forces of Oen. Estrada 
nnd that the vessel carried supplies in¬ 
tended for the Zola y a army at that 
place. President Orr. of the BlueAelds 
Steamship Company, denied the au¬ 
thenticity of the report to-day. The 
Dictator left New Orleans absolutely 
unburdened. “She did not have a thing 
with her when she started on her reg¬ 
ular trip to Blueflehhu" said President 
Orr. r 

Mr. Orr also denied that the Dictator 
was chartered by the Zclaya Govern¬ 
ment for the purpose of bringing sup¬ 
plies to Government forces at Grey-

BEGIN SESSION 


Discuss Matters Connected 
With Fire Risks. 


Forms of Rating For Distill¬ 
ers and Tobacco Men. 


Present Method of Lighting 
Warehouses Dangerous. 


ELECT NEW OFFICERS TO DAY. 


Fire Insurance underwriter*, expert* 
and agents frum several States, formed 
a body at the Galt lioune yesterday 
morning, where the annual convention 
of the Kentucky Board of Fire Under¬ 
writers was.called to order. About sev¬ 
enty-five men. representing some of 
the largest companies In existence, an¬ 
swered to the roll call. The big features 
of the two sessions yesterday were the 
annual report of the president. J. C. 
Lucus. of Nashville, and a paper de¬ 
voted to “Harmony/* by M. B. Ru—ill, 
of Louisville. 

The greater part of the day was con¬ 
sumed In hearing reports of standing 
committees appointed at the last an¬ 
nual meeting and the appointment of 
a number of committees to consider 
matters during the coming year 

Mr. Lucus, in hla report at the morn¬ 
ing session, covered a wide area. He 
began by saying That the establishment 
of a rating body to relieve the organi¬ 
sation of this responsibility has proved 
of great benefit to the fire Insurance 
business and the organization and all 
Us members. 

• • • 

Special Forms. 

Since the rating bureau entered the 
field In this State, with headquarters 
In Louisville. Mr. Lucus said special 
forms have been draw n for tobacco and 
whisky. This step was taken because 
many large companies in the organiza¬ 
tion have suffered big losses through 
lack of care on the pan of distillers and 
tobacco men. He believes that the now 
system will cut down the losses In no 
small measure 

Before leaving this subject. Mr 
Lucus recommended that both the com¬ 
panies and the business men get to¬ 
gether and adopt a safer means of 
lighting distilleries and tobacco ware¬ 
houses. He pointed out that open lights, 
such as candles, have been directly the 
cause of great conflagrations in the 
past. The matter likely will be pushed 
before the United States Government 
by a committee 

In another part of his report Mr 
Lticus made reference to the deaths of 
Cupt. U. F. Moss and Arthur G Lang- 
ham since the last annual meeting At 
the conclusion of the report Young E 
Allison. F G. Sauer. Claude F Snyder. 
Ben Marshall and Messrs. L>ugnn and 
Leinink were appointed a committee to 
prepare memorial resolutions of respect 
and sympathy for the families of the 
two men.

YOUNG WOMAN’S BODY 

FOUND NEAR RIVER. 


Police At Troy. N. Y., Believe Miss 
Caroline D. Gorgan Was 
Murdered. 


Troy. N. Y.. Nov. 17—The body of 
Caroline D. Gorgan. aged 2 yeaTra. who 
lived on Green Island, across the river 
from Troy, was found to-day in a 
clump of bushes near the shore of the 
Hudson River. It Is a case of murder, 
probably resulting from a powerful 
drug. This much the police give out. 
Search Is being made to-night for a 
man who Is said to have been with 
Miss Gorgan yesterday afternoon. 

The woman was employed In a collar 
and shirt factory here. Tuesday being 
payday, she collected her wages at noon 
and returned home, and In the after, 
noon presumably went out to do some 
shopping or to call on friends She did 
not return home at night. It Is the 
theory of the police that Miss Gorgan 
was killed here Tuesday night and the 
body taken to the lonely spot where It 
was found to-day. 

There was but one mark on the body, 
that Just under the eye. 

The autopsy performed on the body 
of Miss UorganV to-night revealed that 
she had been ormtlnally assaulted. 

Parts of Girl's Body Found. 

Troy, N. Y.. Nov. 17.—The leg and 
psrt of the thigh of a girl about 16 
years old. apparently very* recently 
severed from the body, was found In an 
c*h pile In a lot In Uie center of tho 
city to-night. It Is kmywn that the 
aahe» were not dumped In the lot until 
Tuesday. The police are working on 
the theory of murder.

Oen. John B. CastJeman May Be 
Elected President—No Other 
Business likely.

Had Marshall moved his king to kings 
thPd Instead of king to kings second on 
Ids thirty-third move he might have w<*n 
at the very last On the twenty-seventh 
move Marshall made a great error and 
Showaiter instantly took advantage of It 
and won back (he piece that he had lost 
In the early stages of the game. 

At the conclusion of Die game Marshal! 
admitted that It had been a very trying 
game on his nerves. Speaking of the 
many tournaments that he had taken 
part In. Marshall said 

“I had a most exciting experience while 
In Paris In 1806. I was playing an ex- 
kkMtlon game In the Cafe de la Regence 
one afternoon when & huge giant of a 
Russian entered with several well-known 
French chessplayers and challenged me 
to a game. 1 accented and we began 
playing There la a rule, you know, that 
if you touch a piece you must move It. 
The big Russian touched a bishop and 
then did not move It. I, of course, pre¬ 
tested and a committee was appointed to 
, settle the question. After a great deal 
had been mid In French and German, as 
well ns Russian, tho committee came to 
me and stated that the Russian gentle¬ 
man had mid *J'A doube* In Russian 
J*A doube means, tn French. *1 straighten 
the piece.’ I had heard Ihe Russian dear 
hi* throat twice, but. of course, did not 
know that he was saying *J*A doube.’ 1 
j accepted the explanation of the spokes¬ 
man for the Russian and the game was 
resumed. After six hours* play I queened 
nnd pawn nnd Ihe big Muscovite threw 
up the sponge, exclaiming as he did so 
something that sounded like *Nas a-ray 
meneer unvolt.* I asked a French guide 
who generally accompanied me every¬ 
where. what It was tty Russlun meant 
and he said that the giant hod said if he 
could get me to Siberia ..nee I would be 
checkmated.'

Mat Lu¬ 
cius, Henry Lucius and Mrs. Lizzie 
Owen. With the exception of Henry 
Lucius, who is their father, tho plaint¬ 
iff* are children of Mrs. Katherine 
Luclu*, who was a ulster of Michael 
..tutnpff. The defendants are Adam 
Stumpff and the Citizens' Trust Com¬ 
pany of Jefffrzonvllle. administrator of 
4he rstnte of Michael Stumpff. who tva* 
found dead in bed at hit home* In 
Charlestown. Jnd„ on June 6 . 1909. with 
a bullet hole through his bruin. 

In a tin box securities representing 
more than $35,000 w>re found and a 
scaled envelopaconuunlng the will of 
Michael 8 tuoipif was among the pa¬ 
pers By this the entire estate .vas 
Kjven to Adam Stumpff. of Owensboro, 
Ky., who was to the administrator, 
but he relinquished his right to act 
and the Citizens' Tru»t Company qual¬ 
ified. The will was filed for probate 
on June 14. Following this, on Juno 
23, Miss Virginia Wolfe filed a claim 
of $3,900 she alleged to be due for 
service* for 890 weeks at $10 per week, 
but when this was tried Inst month the 
plaintiff was not given anything. The 
county recently churgvd the estate with 
nearly $ 8,000 an tax:* «»n omitted prop¬ 
erty. 

The plaintiffs In the case filed yes¬ 
terday allege they are entitled to one- 
half of the estate left by Btumpff and 
ask that the will be declared invalid, 
giving three alleged reason* for such 
action. The first is that Michael 
Stumpff, when hr executed the will on 
March 12 .
